Washington, May 4.—The German 
legation at Rio Janeiro has been in- 
formed by the Brazilian government 
that it has ordered an urgent inquiry 
into the einking of the Brazilian 
steamer Rio Brancho,; that Brazil may 
act with certainty in defense of its 
neutral rights. 

Meanwhile, another vessel has been 
sent to the bottom by a German sub- 
marine, according to a French offi- 
cial. statement. The statement says 
the French fishing schooner Berna- 
dette has been sunk by an  under- 
water boat 150 miles from land in the 
Atlantic. Eight of the crew were pick- 
ed up, but twenty-six others of the 
ship’s company are reported to be still 
adrift. 

The curtain of fire of the French 
has set at naught another German 
attack launched against trenches which 
the French recently captured at Le 
Mort Homme.

The Germans are . still throwing 
shells in great numbers against the 
Ikskull bridgehead of the Russians on 
the eastern front. There also has 
been a heavy artillery duel between 
the Germans and Russians in the re- 
gion south of Krevo. 

The usual bombardments and isolat- 
ed infantry attacks are in progress on 
the Austro-Italian front. : 

The Turks started two offensive 
movements against the Russians, one 
in the region of Baiburt, and the oth- 
er near Erzingan. Both were repul- 
sed, according to Petrograd. The Ger- 
man general, Lima von Sanders, is 
superintending the concentration of 
Turkish troops in north Smyrna and 
defense measures for Turkey’s Asiatic 
coast.

Rio Janeiro, May 4.—The Brazilian 
government has notified the German 
legation that it has ordered an urgent 
inquiry into the sinking of the Brazi}- 
ian eteamship Rio Branco, in order to 
be able to act with certainty for the 
defense of its neutral rights. 

Official telegrams received here an- 
nounce that the Rio Branco was tor- 
pedoed.

Commission Indorses Plan 
‘to Unite Branches of De- 
nomination — Committee 
Considers Proposal of the 
Southern Church. 


Saratoga Springs, N. Y., May 4— 
Definite action, intended to effect a 
union of the Methodist Episcopal 
churches in America, was recommended 
in-a report submitted to the general 
conference today by Bishop Earl] Cran- 
ston for the commission on federation, 
to which the conference had referred 
the preliminary negotiations. The com- 
mission indorsed the proposal to unite 
the branches of the denomination and 
requested the appointment of a com- 
mission authorized to conduct negotla- 
tions with the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, the Methodist Protest- 
ant church and other kindred Wesleyan 
bodies. This commission would report, 
with recommendations, to the general 
conference in 1920. 

The report embodies without com- 
ment a proposed plan of unity indorsed 
by the southern church, which, by ac- 
tion of the conference today, was sub- 
mitted to a special committee with in- 
structions to report within ten days. 
This plan embodies a unification of the 
Methodist bodies into one general con= 
ference with three subordinate quad- 
rennial conferences, one each for the 
‘east, west. and south.

Mr. Smith explained that the South- 
ern railway was then in process of or- 
ganization aind that he conferred with 
Mr. Spencer over the organization plans. 
The witness tried hard to have rates 
maintained in the face of general re- 
bating, he said, and was interested in 
having the Southern take over as 
many roads as possible, where those 
roads were not needed by the L & N. 

“Then we would have one big road 
to deal with,” he said, “and it would 
be much easier to maintain rates than 
to do so by agreements with a whole 
lot of little fellows.” 

Some of the comments concerning 
various roads discussed, as reported by 
the stenographer, were as follows: 

Reads Must Compete. 

Mr. Smith: “I have reached the con- 
clusion that what I at one time sug- 
gested to you, namely, that the South- 
ern railway should not acquire prop- 
erty north of the  Jellico-Harriman 
Junction-Chattanooga line will not or 
cannot be adopted; that, therefore, we 
must proceed on the supposition at 
least that the Southern railway will 
be a direct competitor with the Louis- 
ville and Nashville to and from various 
points on the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers. 

“I assume that the Memphis and 
Charleston road will have to be sold 
and that your company will be the only 
customer at the sale, and I also as- 
sume that the Mobile and Birmingham 
road will sooner or later be disposed 
of in the same way, thus giving you 
control of lines touching-the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers at Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville, Memphis, Greenville, Vicksburg, 
New Orleans and the gulf at Mobile.

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on Herr von Jagow, the German for- 
eign minister, to receive from him Ger 
many’s reply to the American note 
concerning submarine warfare. 

Berlin, May 4.—(By Wireless to the 
Associated Press via Tuckerton, N. J.) 
The reply to the American note on 
submarine warfare is believed to have 
been handed to Ambassador Gerard 
this afternoon. Considerable  pertur- 
bation is expressed over the effect 
which concessions may have on public 
opinion here. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the im- 
‘perial chancellor, undoubtedly will 
have the great mass of the people with 
him in a desire to avoid a breach in 
the diplomatic relations with the 
United States, so far as can be done 
without sacrificing the principle enun- 
ciated in the German manifesto of 
February 8. 

The chancellor, with Admiral von 
Holtzendorff, head of the naval gen- 
eral staff; Dr. Karl Helfferich, the 
secretary of the treasury, and other 
participants in the council at head- 
quarters, returned to Berlin early this 
morning. 

The note, with its explanation of the 
German attitude toward the British 
“starvation” policy, will be one of the 
longest diplomatic documents of the 
war. It will be released for publica 
tion here, in all probability, on Friday 
morning. 


The German memorandum of Febru- 
ary 8 referred to in the above dispatch 
was addressed to neutral nations and 
declared that after February 29 Ger- 
many would consider all armed mer- 
chantmen belonging to countries at war 
with Germany as warships, and that 
such vessels would be treated accord- 
ingly and sunk without warning. 

Germany established soon after the 
outbreak of the war, the memorandum 
said, that English liners were armed 
-——-the steamer La Correntina having 
been captured carrying two 4-pounder 
7-inch stern guns and a German sub- 
marine having been fired upon in the 
channel by an English yacht. 

“The German government,” the mem- 
orandum continued, “has no doubt that 
merchantmen acquire a belligerent 
character through arming with cannon, 
no matter whether the guns shall serve 
only for defense or for attack. It con- 
siders every warlike activity of enemy 
merchantmen as contrary to interna- 
tional law, although it takes into con- 
sideration the opposing views, through 
the fact that it treats the crews of 
such ships not as pirates but as bel- 
ligerent.”’ 

The memorandum said that numerous 
cases had come to light from reports 
of the German naval forces, “in which 
British merchantmen not only offered 
armed resistance to German warships 
but on their own part proceeded with- 
out further ado to attack them, in 
which attacks they frequently made 
use of false colors.” 

The manifesto was issued in order 
that the neutral powers might “warn 
their subjects from further entrusting 
their persons or property to armed 
ships of the powers at war with Ger- 
many.” 


BERLIN BOURSE 
FEELS OPTIMISTIC. 


Berlin, May 4.—(Via London.)—The 
bourse had a fresh aecess of optimism 
upon the conclusion of the period of 
waiting for Germany’s answer to the 
American note, which it was learned 
would be handed to Ambassador Ge- 
rard this evening. Some industrials 
were especially strong. 

e imperia chancellor, Dr. 
Bethmann-Hollweg, returned today 
from army headquarters. It is re- 
ported that he will make explanations 
in the budget committee within a few 
days of Germany’s reply. 


WASHINGTON DELUGED 
BY SECOND PROPAGANDA. 


Washington, May 4.—Printed form 
letters protesting against any step 
which may lead to war with Germany 
began pouring in by the thousands to- 
day upon members of congress as the 
Sequel to the telegraph propaganda 
which swamped the capitol and the 
telegraph companies last week. 

Even the names of the congressmen 
were printed on the envelopes and 


everything gave evidence that the let- 
ters had been prepared by thousands and 


required only written signatures. 
Senator Husting, who attacked the 
propaganda in the senate and _  con- 
ferred with President Wilson to find if 
there was not some way by which the 
department of justice could uncover its 
source, received letters today which he 
said added evidence to his charge that 
the American embargo conference was 
behind the movement and had declared 


the purpose of making “drastic efforts 
to prevent at least a severance of diplo- 
matic relations.”

“In the Argonne our artillery shell- 
ed the enemy organizations in the 
Cheppy wood. At La Fille Morte the 
mine fighting was to our advantage. 

“West of the Meuse the bombard- 
ment was very violent in the region 
of hill 304. At Le Mort Homme a 
small German attack on one of the 
trenches recently captured by us was 
stopped by our barrier fire. 

“East” of the Meuse and in the 
Woevre the activity of our artillery 
was intermittent. 

‘There is nothing to report on the 
rest of the front except the usual can- 
ai ay 

The elgian communication reads: 

“The bombardment on both sides was 
resumed .with force in the sector of 
Dixmude and to the north: Our artil- 
lery took under its fire the German 
batteries and bomb throwers, as well 
as barges which were observed in-the 
Handzaeme canal.” 


GERMANS ADMIT 
FRENCH GAINS. 


Berlin, May 4.—(Via London.)—It is 
officially announced that the French 
have obtained a foothold in one of the 
German advance posts south of Dead 
Man’s Hill. 

The announcement was made in to- 
day's army headquarters’ statement, 
which reads: 

“Western theater: In the sector be- 
tween Armentieres and Arras there has 
been some lively fighting. Near Sou- 
chez and northeast of Lens there have 
been some mine engagements and sim- 
ilar fighting near Neuville. Northwest 
of Lens an attempt by the English 
to advance following some mine ex- 

losions failed. In the sector of the

Our’ airships 
successfully attacked railway estab- 
lishments at Molodechno and Minsk 
and the railway junction at Luniec, 
northeast of Pinsk. : 

“Balkan theater: There have been 
no important events.’’ 


MORE RUSS TROOPS 
LANDED IN FRANCE. 


Marseilles, May 4.—Another contin- 
gent of Russian soldiers arrived here 
this morning and was received with 
notable military and popular recep- 
tions. The troops proceeded to the 
camp at Mirabeau. 


REPORTED CIVILIANS 
ARE LEAVING METZ. 


London, May 4.—Reuter’s Amster- 
dam correspondent telagraphs that in- 
formation which is regarded as trust- 
worthy has been received there that 
Metz is being evacuated by the civil 
population. 

Metz, the capital of Lorraine and a 
city of about 60,000, is rated as one 
of the strongest fortresses of the 
world. It is about 15 miles north of 
the fighting line and 40 miles east of 
Verdun. 


TWO NEW YORK AUTHORS 
DIE IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 4.—Malcolm 
W. Strong, playwright, and Clinton H. 
Stagg, an author of New York, were 
killed last night when an automobile 
driven by Stagg overturned on a coun- 
try road near here. 

George Foster Platt, formerly stage 
manager at the New theater and the

y injured.

The dis- 
patch adds that it is believed the Ger- 
man government will be compelled to 
release Dr. Liebknecht in order to pre- 
vent a revolution. It is stated that he 
was arrested while addressing a peace 
demonstration and that it was a viola- 
tion of the military regulations for him 
to wear the civilian clothes in which he 
was arrested, as he is a soldier.

Adventurous Porto Ricans 


Seeking Work in Atlanta 


After a series of adventures and vi- 
cissitudes, in which a crusty sea cap- 
tain, Mexican and American soldiers, 
sickness, snakes and mosquitoes each 
played an important part, three weary 
and travel-worn young Porto Ricans 
tramped into Atlanta at 5 o'clock yes- 
terday *morning, stopping here inci- 
dent to a proposed long hike from New 
Orleans to New York. 

The trio is composed of Francisco 
Almeida Olivera, aged 21; Antonio Al- 
meida Olivera, 20, dnd Jose Olivera, 19, 
cousins, all from Mayaguez, Porto Rico. 
Antenio is a bookKeeper, and has serv- 
ed in the navy; Francisco at home was 


an artillery captain, and Jose is a clerk | 
had | 


of considerable experience, has 
three years in high school and was a 
lieutenant of cadets when he left his 
home. 

They reached Atlanta after walking 
all night, and without funds. Thurs- 
day morning they went to Mayor 
Woodward for advice as te how best 
to go about finding employment. Only 
one of the three, Jose Olivera, can 
speak English, and he said: 

“We don’t want charity; but we do 
want work and a chance to live and 
keep ourselves decent and clean. Ever 
since we started on this adventurous 
trip we have not had a thing we have 
not paid for. We have had a lot of 
bad luck, and now our money is gone, 
and we have got to get some sort of 
employment. Our intention. is to get 
to New York, now that we're this far, 
and from there back home.” 

Ship Aboard Schooner. 

The boys, who appear alert and of 

good breeding, shipped aboard the 
schooner Don Sayre, which left Porto 
Rico November 9, 1915, signed up for 
a cruise which: included Port Arthur, 
Texas; New Orleans and New York, 
thence back to the home port. «At 
Port Arthur, however, they say the 
captain of the ship refused to advance 
them money with which to buy heavy 
clothing for the trip north. There- 
fore, they left e ship, and for that 
the skipper refglsed to pay them for 
their time on the first leg of the cruise 
for which they had_ signed, and they 
were left decidedly short of funds. 
_ Being the only English-speaking one 
in the trio, Jose started out to get’a 
job, and there began a series of ad- 
ventures which, indeed, savor of the 
romantic. 

He went first to San Antonio, where 
he encountered nine United States sol- 
diers, who, mistaking him for a Mex- 
ican, he says, gave him some rough 
usage before he was enabled clearly 
to establish his identity. He got wor 
with the Kuntz-Albough Lumber com- 
pany at San Antonio, and did well, and 
he carried in his pocket a highly cred- 
itable letter of recommendation from 
that firm. During his empioyment 
there, he says, he was attacked one 
dark night by a crowd of Mexicans bent 
on robbery. They threatened him with 
knives, and after taking his gun away 
from him, laid his scalp open with a 
blow over the head with it. He was 
assisted in escaping from them by a 
party of Cubans who ran to his res- 


cue, 

Leaving San Antonio he went to 
Laredo, Mexico, and, he says, during 
the last bull fight held there he ran 
to the rescue of an American girl who 
had been attacked by two Mexican 
soldiers. In the fight which followed 
he came out second best, though sue- 
ceeding in effecting the girl’s escape 
and was himself finally liberated by 
the court-martial. 

He went then to Beaumont, Texas, 
thence to New Orleans, where he join- 
ed the other two, and when the three 
of them had in money only 5 cents.

Drainage association was called to or- 
der by President A. R. Lawton at 11 
a. m. today. The meeting was held in 
the courthouse, and the attendance 
was easily 500 interested men from all 
sections of Georgia. 

President Lawton introduced Mayor 
Albert B. Mobley, of Monroe, who, in 
a happy spirit, extended a most cordial 
welcome to the association. In claim- 
ing that the best town in the best 
county in the best state in the world, 
felt highly honored in entertaining so 
distinguishéd a gathering, Mr. Mobley 
seems to have touched a most respon- 
Sive chord. President Lawton replied 
and in his talk gave some interesting 
information on the general question of 
drainage and the good that was being 
accomplished not only in reclaiming 
Swamp lands, but also in the matter of 
better health conditions. 

Governor Nat E. Harris was the next 
speaker introduced by President Law- 
ton. The chief executive of Georgia 
was not long in impressing his audi- 
ence with the fact that he had not been 
too busy to give the matter of drainage 
very careful thought, and his speech 
was convincing proot of his real in- 
terest in reclaiming the swamp lands 
of Georgia. The Statement that one- 
fourth of Georgia, or 700,000 acres 
was in swamps and unproductive came 
as a surprise to those who have given 
little concern to the matter of drain- 
age 7 

Government Expert Speaks. 

Hon. S. H. McCrory, chief of drain- 
age investigation, United States de- 
partment of agriculture, Washington, 
D. C., was the second speaker on 
the program. Like all government men 
Mr. McCrory confined his talk to facts 
and figures as gathered by his depart- 
ment. The talk was both interesting 
and instructive. [It was pointed out 
that the United States governmnet is 
willing to do “and, in fact, is now do- 
ing a great work in Georgia in re- 
claiming waste lands.,”’ 

Senator L R. Aiken, of Brunswick, 
told the association of the interest 
which has been aroused in south Geor- 
gia and of the hopes of that section 
in reclaiming waste lands.

SEVENTEEN INJURED 
IN CENTRAL WRECK 


Head-on Collision Occurs Two 
Miles East of the City 
of Macon.

Macon, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—A 
misunderstanding on the part of the 
operator at Mogul, a station 3 miles 
east of Macon, on the Central of Geor- 
gia, caused a head-on collision be- 
tween passenger train No. 18, east 
bound, and freight train No. 37, west 
bound, 2 miles east of Macon at 6:47 
o’clock this morning, with the result 
that seventeen persons, fifteen white 
and two black, were injured. 

Of those injured none are seriously 
hurt with the exception of A. L. Deihl, 
a traveling salesman of the M. C. Kiser 
company, of Atlanta, whose forehead 
was badly cut and his right side 
bruised. This latter injury may be 
internal. He is at Williams’ sani- 
tarium under the care of physicians. 

W. J. Harris, federal trade commis- 
sioner, who came here to agtend the 
democratic state convention,- was on 
the train and was seated directly be- 
hind Mr. Deihl, reported to be badly 
hurt. Mr. Harris escaped injury. He 
left on a later train for Sandersville, 
where he has relatives. 

The passenger train left Macon at 
6:30 o’clock this morning for Cov- 
ington. Confusing his orders, the Mo- 
gul operator let the freight train pass 
his station, when he should have held 
it in the switch. A mile east of the 
station, on a long curve at the Roys- 
ter Guano company, the collision oc- 
curred. 

The passenger train telescoped the 
freight engine and was almost de- 
molished, while the freight engine was 
not badly damaged, proceeding to Ma- 
con with its string of cars after it 
had been Ifberated from the passenger 
engine by weckers sent to the scene.

Resolutions Calling for Set- 


Presented Today, and 
Woodward Must Act by 


Monday. 


—_ 


The settlement of the crematory case 
with the Destructor company is wait- 
ing on the action of the mayor on the 
resolution passed by council and the 
aldermanic board Wednesday agreeing 
to a settlement and on the resolution 
providing for payment for the operation 
of the plant until the city takes charge. 

Mayor Woodward stated Thursday 
“The resolutions passed by the general 
council Wednesday have never been 
brought to me for my signature. I have 
not made up my mind whether or not 
I will sign them. When they are pre- 
sented that can. be decided. I don’t ex- 
actly favor the idea of letting a con- 
eent judgment be taken against the 
city for the sum of $190,000. It will 
make the city appear in the eyes of the 
people who.don’t know the situation as 
not able to meet its just debts. How- 
ever, I feel that the matter should be 
‘settled. : 

‘In my opinion, though, the entire 
Payment should be made at once. I 
take the stand that to pay the sum in 
partial payments will not be legal. This 
guestion was decided by the supreme 
court when the case was first brought 
into court. I take the stand that a 
partial payment of this amount of 
$190,000 would be just as illegal as it 
was then, and for that reason don’t 
want council to pass such a paper. It 
-is up to them to get together and find 
some way to meet the entire payment. 
I may sign the resolution for the judg- 
ment; I don’t know.” 

Has Until Monday to Act. 

It is very probable that the resolu- 
tion will be presented to the mayor 
this morning. He has until Monday to 
either sign it or veto it. 

Efforts made Thursday to get a 
meeting of the finance committee of 
council to consider the ordinance of 
Councilman Inman, which was passed 
on its first reading Wednesday and 
referred to the committee, providing 
for setting aside $45,000 from differ- 
ent improvements for the purpose of 
meeting the judgment, were not suc- 
eessful. Mayor Woodward has stat- 
ed that he will sign a check for $180,- 
000 and let the remaining sum of $10,- 
000 go over until next year. The De- 
structor company has told the city it

Mayor Woodward said he would not 
issue the call.

A Constitution reporter went down 
to the Southern Express company’s 
liquor shipment headquarters, at 46-48 
West Hunter street, yesterday to see 
the “great rush” for “booze.” 

This is what he found: 

In front, standing in the sun, a dray 
horse munched oats out of a tow sack. 
Two small ‘“‘darkies’’ played marbles in 
the shade. 

Inside two negroes negotiated with 
the one clerk for shipments. 

When presently the “rush” was over, 
inquiry reveaf\g that an average of 
five gallons per day is all that has 
been delivered through the express of- 
fice since May 1. 

On the shelves in the office were 
some fifty packages which had accumu- 
lated since the opening of the office. 

The liquor shipments into Atlanta 
through the express company since 
May 1 are even lighter than they were 
prior. to that date, the express com- 
pany officials say. They are of the 
Opinion, however, that within a few 
weeks shipments will be heavier, and 
as soon as the supply which they have 
reason to believe Atlantans have laid 
in, is exhausted, there will be a big 
daily delivery of liquor in this city. 


Dull at Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga. May 4.—(Special.)— 
So far the attitude of the express com- 
panies’ special liquor shipment forces 
has been that of “watchful waiting.” 
In other words, the clerks have had 
nothing to do. Four days have passed 
Since the prohibition law became ef- 
fective and only three packages of 
booze have been received in Savannah 
by express. Not an arrest has been 
made in Savannah for drunkenness 
since Sunday. The police have been 
Vigilant and no violations of the law 
have been detected. Today a man was 
arrested at the union station for drink- 
ing in public, but he was not intoxi- 
cated. He had three half-pints of whis- 
ky in his pockets.

Punish Buyers of Boose. 

Cordele, Ga., May  4.—(Special.)— 
Eight blind tigers, all negroes, were 
convicted at a special session of police 
court yesterday. All were fined $76 
each by Mayor Gordon Jones. The city 
now has a law in force, which makes it 
unlaiwful for any person to purchase 
liquor from a blind tiger, or frequent 
or visit any place where liquor is be- 
ing sold. Under the provisions of the 
new ordinance, it shall be the presump- 
tion of the court when any person is 
seen upon the streets or alleys of the 
city under the influence of liquor that 
the same was purchased from a blind 
tiger within the incorporate limits of 
the city of Cordele. For the violation 
of this ordinance a fine of not exceed- 
ing $56 for the first offense and $100 
for the second offense is provided. 
liowever, a loop hole of escape from 
prosecution is provided for the pur- 
chaser of blind tiger liquors if he will 
testify under oath as to the person 
from whom and the place from which 
he purchased the liquor. 

Under. conviction of violation of this 
ordinance, a negro was fined $25 in 
police court today. Five other ne- 
groes are held in bail under similar 
charges. 

Six Quarts in Augusta.

It would have been impossible for lan- 
guage to make any stronger the indorse- 
ment given to President Woodrow Wilson by 
the state convention in session at Macon 
Wednesday.

It 
was just a case of “Wilson—That’s all.” 

It is peculiarly gratifying to see the 
democracy of Georgia so completely in ac- 
cord and harmony upon great national poli- 
cies.

Entered 
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KILL THE “‘BLIND TIGER.”’ 

The first alleged “blind tiger’ case to 
appear before Recorder Johnson, of Atlan- 
ta’s police court, was visited with a penalty 
sufficiently severe to discourage any and 
all efforts, so far as this community is con- 
cerned, in the direction of liquor peddling 
or selling, either upon a large or small 
scale. 

In the case of this defendant, a negro, 
Recorder Johnson has laid down a prece- 
dent which, if persistently followed, will 
‘mean the end of the “blind tiger” business 
before it has had a chance to adjust itself 
or rear its head under the new and more 
rigid Georgia prohibition laws. With a fine 
and a chaingang sentence, to be followed 
by prosecution in the state courts, violators 
of the law against selling whisky will at 
least be extremely careful hereafter. 

Certainly a few more such sentences im- 
partially dealt out to liquor sellers, regard- 
less of race, color or condition, will effect- 
ively do the work, and the community will 
be rid and remain rid of the beast as long 
as it is known that violation means shackles 
and hard labor. | 

If the courts will lend their efforts to 
crushing the “blind tiger” and killing the 
selling or peddling of intoxicants, we may 
hope to have a fair test of the new. prohi- 
bition laws, at least in so far as the actions 
of our own citizens are concerned. 

We may despair for some time to come 
of such assistance on the part of the fed- 
eral government as will make our laws 
operative in so far as those outside the 
state are concerned; but we can at least 


. administer the laws effectively among 
‘Georgia citizens. Ultimately, we shall get | 


what we want from the federal government* 


—an opportunity to make our laws effect- 


ive without interference from interstate 


commerce and mail regulations. The people 
are going to insist upon this, and if they do 
not get it in one way, they will in another; 
if not by appeal to those now in congress, 
then by electing those who Will give it to 
them. ae 

In the meantime, through active arrest- 
ing officers, determined courts and a 
healthy public sentiment, we can enforce 
the laws within the state lines, not only in 
one community, but all over Georgia. 

We not only can but we must do this. 
Recorder Johnson has set the pace and set 
it well. If other courts will-follow him in 
every flagrant case of liquor selling, we 
shall clean: Georgia of “blind tigers,” and 
keep it clean. 


DEAN’S CREDITABLE COURSE. 


The spirit of harmony and self-sacrifice 
exhibited by Hon. H. H. Dean, of Gaines- 
ville, who, in the state convention at Macon 
Wednesday, put party harmeny and accord 
above personal ambition and refused to prv- 
voke a contest upon the convention floor, 
is worthy of special mention. 

When he found that there were nine can- 
didates for the eight places for delegates- 
at-large to the national convention, he vol- 
untarily and gracefully withdrew his name. 

Following this, when it developed there 
was a contest from Savannah in the first 
congressional district, after seven of the 
eight delegates had been chosen by accla- 
mation, and it was further known that the 
first district already had one of the dele- 
gates-at-large, Mr. Dean’s friends again 
urged him to permit the placing of his name 
before the convention, but he steadfastly 
refused. 

The fact that the first district, with the 
Savannah man, would have two delegates-at- 
large, while the ninth district had none, 
would in all probability: have elected Mr. 
Dean if he had permitted his friends to make 
the fight for it, but he would not. 

Mr. Dean’s exhibition of self-sacrifice, 
under the circumstances, is in striking ac- 
cord with present party spirit in Georgia. 
Harmony and unanimity were the keynotes 
of the democratic convention, and Mr, Dean 
both graciously and gracefully refused to 
permit even the semblance of discord to be 
injected in them- 

His attitude, under the circumstances, 
was most creditable.

Says Reputable Pawn Brokers 
Should Not Be Condemned 


Because of Actions of a Few 


Editor Constitution: I have been a reader 
of The Constitution for years, and found you 
always treating everybody and every busi- 
ness fair and square. : 

Commenting editorially in this morning's 
paper, you touched a question of pawn- 
brokers and junkers. You are doing the 
pawnbroker, I am sure, unintentionally, an 
injustice. I am not a junker, but I have been 
& pawnbroker for the past fifteen years at 
78 Decatur street. During that time I have 
taken in pawn most everything conceivable 
from false teeth to a cork leg, but never 
have taken in pawn, nor have been offered 
as collateral, anything in the plumbing line, 
such as fixtures or piping. Consequently, 
what has the theft of plumbing from vacant 
houses to do with the pawnbroker’s business? 
I, myself, am a taxpayer and property owner, 
and, together with other Atlantans, have sut- 
fered the loss of plumbing stolen from som=2 
of my vacant property. But I cannot blame 
the pawnbroker for this any more than I 
could blame a banker for it. 

I would like to call your attention that 
the pawnbroker is under city regulations as 
outlined in your editorial; namely, they do 
pay a city license of $200, state and county 
$225 and United States special tax of $25. 
They do describe and report everything taken 
in during the day to the detective departme 
and not only keep ten days, but thirty 8, 
and instead of one inspector on pawnbrokers, 
as suggested, the detective department, city 
and county police can come, and do come, any 
time, and they are shown anything they 
ask to see. 

' The pawnbroker has nothing to hide; his 
is a business as any other business, that no 
progressive city can do without. If a bank 
cashier happens to be convicted for embez- 
zling funds of a bank, it does not make every 
bank cashier an embezzler. If there are any 
people in the pawnbroker’s business who do 
not do right, why condemn all? 

I count among my friends here some of 
the best people of the city, and when they 
read a condemnation of pawnbrokers in gen- 
eral, what will they think of me? I have 
lived in Atlanta twenty-six years. I have 
tried always to do right, have assisted offi- 
cers of the law to catch criminals whenever 
possible. These facts can be proven by the 
reqprds of the detective department. Why, 
then, do I deserve this humiliation? If tne 
authorities think there is anyone who is not 
trustworthy in this business why not refuse 
them a license? And if they think I am one 
who ought not to be in it, I am willing to 
submit my record and reputation to their 
judgment, whether it be the city council or 
eo committee.

HEREFORD CATTLE AUCTION SALE 
PROVED BIG SUCCESS THURSDAY 


In several respects the most noteworthy 
livestock sale ever held in the southeast was 
that yesterday at the Miller Brothers’ stock 
yards, when 43 head of registered Hereford 
cattle, from the famous Hereford farm of 
E. H. Taylor, Frankfort, Ky., were disposed 
of “under the hammer” to seventeen southern 
breeders at an average price of approxi- 
mately $325 a head. 

“The sale,” said Fred Reppert, of Deca- 
tur, Ind., the auctioneer, “was a decided suc- 
cess from every standpoint, from that of 
both buyer and seller. Mr. Taylor's ambi- 
tion was to place in the south a high-class 
offering of Hereford cattle, not so much for 
the price they would bring as for the good 
it will do for the south, for which he has a 
very warm feeling. The buyers were ena- 
bled at this sale to buy at a moderate price 
some of the very best cattle of the breed in 
the world, especially of the imported stock, 
of which Mr. Taylor owns more than any 
other one man in the market. 

Raise Standard in Georgia. 

“T want to say, too,” continued Mr. Rep- 
pert, “that especially should the breeders of 
Georgia and the cattle mem of the south gen- 
erally, be congratulated in having here an 
institution of the character of the Miller 
Brothers’ yards, and a man like J. H. Miller, 
the president, at the head vf it, for nowhere 
else can you find a man more in earnest in 
his efforts to promote the industry of cattle- 
breeding and the raising of the standard of 
livestock in the south.” 

Instrumental in bringing the sale to At- 
lanta was J. C. Kinzer, manager of the E. H. 
Taylor farms,:-and brother of R. J. Kinzer, 
of Kansas City, Mo., secretary of the Ameri- 
can Hereford association, and who was clerk 
of the sale. With the cattle was S. J. Taylor, 
son of the founder of the farms, and a part- 
ner with his father. 

At the sale Thursday probably 200 men 
were in attendance, though many were there 
as spectators, because the showing of cattle 
seldom has been excelled hereabouts, and 
the handsome white-faced animals formed a 
sight well worth seeing. A total of fifty 
head had been advertised for sale, but in 
selecting them for shipment it was found 
that a few were hardly up to the proper 
standard, and only 43 “lots,’’ which includea 
three calves with their mothers, were put on 
the block. 

The chief buyer was Judge John D. Little, 
who owns a 10,000-acre farm near Albany, 
Ga... who is what is called a “new” man in 
the Hereford line, and who bought ten fe- 
anales and one bull. for which he paid $3,380. 
The bull he bought, it might be mentioned, 
too, was sired by an animal for which Colo- 
nel Taylor paid $1,000. Judge Little’s cost 
him only $300. He paid $455 for one cow, 
for the sire of which Colonel Taylor two 
years ago paid $12,400, and which price 
stands as a record as the highest price ever 
paid for a‘single cow in America. That bull 
was bred in Kentucky, from imported stock. 
cited simply as indicating 
the character of cattle that is being intro- 
duced into the south and to illustrate the 
interest in registered blood that has ‘been en- 
gendered here Within recent years, 

The next largest buyer at the sale was 
J. KH. Letham, a cotton dealer of Greensboro, 


All of which is 


N. C., who recently has turned his attention 
to the breeding of Herefords on his farm. 
He bought five head for $1,480. 

Kk, E. Mack, who is a well-known lumber 
man, of Thomasville, Ga., and who has a 
farm well stocked with some of the choicest 
Hereford cattle to be found in the south, 
added to his herd by the purchase of four 
head, paying $1,860 for the lot. He bought 
two cows for $540 each—the highest price 
paid for any one animal sold. One of these 
cows will produce a calf soon, sired by a 
bull which holds the grand championship of 
England, won at the Royal stock show last’ 
year. Mr. Mack’s farm is not so large as 
some others, but, as he put it Thursday, “lI 
believe in intensive, rather than extensive. 
farming, and in the breeding of my cattle I 
am out for quality, rather than for quantity.” 


Many Large Purchasers. 


Others buying were J. W. Millsap, of At- 
lanta, who is a new man in the blooded cat- 
tle industry, and who bought a $250 bull 
with which to improve his herd; Gus Cog- 

Atlanta, who paid $280 for a young 
R. M. McNeal, Marietta, an extensive 
Hereford breeder, who bought a young bull 
for which he paid $210; James T. Anderson, 
of Marietta, president of the newly-formed 
Georgia Heretord Breeders’ association, who 
_— $260 for a bull which was imported from 
ngland last summer; R. C. Hogan, Dexter, 
Ga., another “new” Hereford man, who paid 
235 for a cow; E. J. Jacobs, Bridgeport, Ala., 
new as a Hereford enthusiast, who bought 
two head—cows for $300 and $250, respec- 
tively; P. S. Cummings, Lela, Ga., head of 
the Chattahoochee Lumber company, and one 
of the wealthiest stock breeders in the 
state. He bought three head for $300, $303 
and $340 each. 

Redwine Brothers, Fayetteville, bought 
two cows, paying for them $325 and $260, 
respectively. W. H. White, an aggressive 
and intensive cattle breeder of Atlanta, who, 
it is said, has one of the best cattle farms 
in the south and who is going in for pure- 
bred Herefords, left the sale with two head, 
both cows, for which he paid $630 and which 
every good judge at the sale said he got at 
a bargain. W. S. Witham, head of a chain 
of 1190 banks in the south, paid $250 for a 
cow. 

Ww. S. Florence, of Powder Springs, Ga., 
paid $2300 for a cow to add to his already en- 
viable’ herd. Mr. Florence is a Southern 
railway conductor, who is also a lover of 
good cattle. Last year he went to Missouri, 
where he bought the nucleus of what is con- 
sidered one of the best and most promising 
herds in the south. Joseph Gibson, cashier 
of the First National bank, Somerset, Ky., 
came down to the sale and returned home 
with one of the best imported cows sold 
Thursday, for which he paid $500. He has 
a beautiful herd on his farm near Somer- 
set, and made the trip down to Atlanta espe- 
cially to procure this cow to add to it. A. T.

might put money in ‘t.” 

K. Cc. M. & B—"“if anybody wants 
the road they can have it.”—(Mr. 
Smith.) 

Macon and Birmingham—‘The Macon 
and Birmingham is dead, I think for 
a long time to cut,” Mr. Spencer was 
quoted as saying. To this Mr. Smith 
was quoted as replying: “It ts one of 
those roads with a certain amount of 
vitality and a certain power of posi- 
tion that make it necessary to watch 
it. If it should ever be sold at a rea- 
“sonable figure, one at which it could 
take care of itself, we might have 
something to say about it.” 

Atlanta and Florida—‘I would de- 
cline to have anything to do with it,” 
Mr. Spencer was quoted as saying. Mr. 
Smith was quoted as asking “What is 
going to become of it? Let it eke out 
a miserable existence?” “Yes,” Mr. 
Spencer was quoted as replying; “it has 
no terminals at Atlanta.” 


Other Georgia Railroads. 

Georgia, Midland and Gulf—‘“‘They are 
struggling along,’ Mr. Spencer said, 
according to the record. “I have done 
nothing with it all and have no inten- 
tion of doing anything.” 

Macon and Northern—‘“The Macon 
and Northern,’ Mr. Spencer was quot- 
ed as saying, “is a thorn in our side 
because of its connection with the Sea- 
board Air Line and Brown Brothers 
(of Baltimore) interest in both. 
Brown threatens to go in with the G., 
C. & N. and take that line to Macon, 
all of which is another means of an- 
noying us and possibly of forcing terms 
of sale. If it is a question of who will 
get tired first, I have faith in the oth- 
er fellow’s getting tired first.” 

‘There is another road there, the 
Jug Tavern road,’ Mr. Smith was 
quoted as saying, to which Mr. Spencer 
replied: 

“Yes, it ought to be killed—narrow 
gauge. We do not want it unless you 
want to give it away with an endow- 
ment fund added, sufficient to take 
care of it for life.” 

A misunderstanding apparently arose 
as to what Mr. Spencer had said at a 
previous meeting with reference to 
disposing of the Central of Georgia 
railroad’s interest in the Port Royal 
and Augusta and its interest in the 
lease of the Georgia. 

“Not in the lease of the Georgia,”’ 
corrected Mr. Spencer. 

“That is the way I understand you,” 
Mr. Smith replied. “But that you were 
not then prepared to say you would 
favor disposing of the Atlanta and 
West Point and Western railroads. If 
we were sure we could get the inter- 
est of the Central in the Georgia I do 
not think we would want any road be- 
yond Augusta.” 

The conference terminated with this 
statement, reputed to Mr. Smith: 

The Georgia Railroad. 

“T really think it would be to the 
interest of the Central railroad and 
perhaps to yours to turn the Georgia 
over to us. It would have a mollifying 
effect upon public opinion if that prog. 
erty were turned over to the L. & N, 
railroad.” 

Before discussing 
concerning individual roads, Mr. 
cer was quoted as saying: 

“Suppose we put it this way: In 
Tennessee, west of Nashville, we would 
co-operate with you in the way of 
controlling that territory. (Between 
Nashville and Knoxville, if we could 
not prevent new construction we would 
act jointly upon some plan, neither 
of us to promote new lines in there 
without the concurrence of the other 
and should the local situation be such 
as to force action we would act to- 
gether. In the territory south of the 
Memphis and Charleston and north of 
the Georgia Pacific and west of your 
main line you would co-operate with 
us in our controlling that situation 
against further competition.” 

The document was admitted in evi- 
dence after Mr. Smith had spent. nearly 
half an hour reading it through and 
upon objection of his counSel, which 
Chirman Meyer overruled. After it had 
been filed, Mr. Folk went into detail 
eoncerning the alleged effort made by 
the L. & N. to prevent the Tennessee 
Central from getting into Nashville. 
He asked Mr. Smith if he had heard 
that the city of Nashville had voted 
a million dollar bond issue to aid the 
road and that the proceeds had been 
tied up by a taxpayers’ suit. Mr. Smith 
said he had heard of that. 

Smith Refuses to Answer. 

‘Is it true,” Mr. Folk asked, “that 
the Louisville and Nashville paid the 
lawyers of the man who brought that 
suit?” 

By the advice of counsel Mr. Smith 
declined to answer. He also declined 
to answer these questions: 

‘“Didn’t the Louisville and Nashville 
receive $100,000 when this suit was 
dismissed? 

“Didn't the Louisville and Nashville 
agree to pay the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad one-half 
of this sum? 

“Isn't the Louisville and Nashville 
holding the other road’s share now, 
waiting to pay it?” 

Mr. Smith was asked if the Louis- 
ville and Nashville lent the state of 
Alabama $249,000 in 1912. 

“We loaned $249,994 to the First Na- 
tional bank of Birmingham,” Mr. Smith 
replied, ‘‘to be used in helping tide 
the state of Alabama over a financial 
difficulty, to take up warrants it had 
issued or expected to issue without 
funds to pay them till tax collections 
should come in. We also loaned about 
the same sum in 1913. But it was not 
to the state of Alabama and the money 
was paid back with 4 per cent in- 
terest.”’ 

‘What authority did vou have—what 
authority is there in the railroad’s 
charter-——to lend this money?” asked 
Mr. Folk. 

“T don’t know,” Mr. Smith replied. 
“As to that, you will have to ask the 
legal department.” 

The hearing will be continued to- 
morrow with Mr. Smith on the stand. 


Meeting in Georgia. 


The correspondence was dated in 
1896, and resulted, Chief Counsel Folk, 
of the interstate commerce commission 
said, from a meeting between Smith 
and Spencer at Kennesaw, Ga., Octo- 
ber 18, 1894. The first letter from 
Mr. Smith to Mr. Spencer Mr. Folk 
read into the record as follows: 

“Dear Sir: 

“Pizarro—How shall we divide the 
new world? 

“Cortez—I will take North America 
and you can have all of South Amer- 
ica except and neither of us will do 
anything to the isthmus without no- 
tice to and co-operation of the other. 

“Pizarro—While Patagonia is not a 
very large or important part of the 
world, yet, perhaps, it is as mach as 
I can tote.” 

This letter was dated “on Pennsyl- 
vania railroad train No. 21, February 
22, 1896,’ and after this introduction, 
took up details of the railroad situa- 
tion in the south. 

The next letter, apparently from 
Spencer to Smith, was dated New York, 
February 29, 1896, and began:

“Mr. M. H. Smith, 

“President L. & N. R. R., 

“Louisville, Ky. 
“Dear Sir: Your letter of the 22d

(3) That neither will acquire lines 
which connect with or touch both, 
either directly or through subordinate 
or controlled lines, without previous 
consultation, and, if possible, agree- 
ment. 

“(4) That neither will foster the con- 
struction of new lines or the comple- 
tion of unfinished ones into the terri- 
tory of the other, hut when questions

Georgia Lines Mentioned. 

' The letter took up specific lines in 
detail. The next letter, dated March 
6, and addressed to Mr. Spencer, con- 
tained exceptions with reference to the 
Nashville and Knoxville, the Memphis 
and Charleston, the northern division of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio, the Mobile, 
Birmingham and Chattanooga, the 
Rome and Columbus, possibly the Ma- 
con and Northern, the Tennessee Mid- 
land, the Chattanooga Southern, the 
Tennessee Central and other smaller 
roads. ‘ 

After noting these exceptions, the 
letter continued: - 

“IT will say erat the declaration of 
principles is satisfactory.” Details of 
the proposed agreement are discussed 
in other letters. .. 

‘fHow did you make out on the divi- 
sion of the new world?” asked Mr. 
Folk. 

“The Southern got everything it 
wanted: the Louisville and Nashville 
didn’t get anything,’ Mr, Smith re- 
plied. “I didn’t even get a neck of 
the isthmus. 

Mr. Smith was asked to tell what 
happened at the conference at Kenne- 
saw, Ga. He replied that the Southern 
was then in process of organization 
and that he conferred with Mr. Spencer 
over the organization plans. The wit- 
ness had tried hard to have rates. main- 
tained, in the face of general rebating, 
he said, and was interested in having 
the Southern take over a8 Many roads 
as possible, where those roads were not 
needed by the Louisville and Nashville. 

“Then we would have one big road 
to deal with,” he said, “and it would 
be much easier to maintain rates than 
to do so by agreements with a. whole 
lot of little fellows.” 

“Do you remember at this meeting 
refusing to make an agreement with 
Mr. Spencer not to compete—to divide 
the territory?” 

Mr. Smith laughed. 

“Yes,” he said, ‘“‘one of us was to take

Smith Reads Poem. 

Mr. Smith said he knew nothing what- 
ever of the Pizarro-Cortez correspond- 
ence and regarded is as a “cheap at- 
tempt at humor and a waste of type- 
writer labor.”

And, anyhow, gentle- 
men, isn’t this a fine thing for the great 
government of the United States to be 
investigating?” 

Mr. Smith laughed heartily. 

Smith declined to answer any ques- 
tion concerning campaign contributions 
by the railroad to political parties or 
candidates in Tennessee, Kentucky, Ala- 
bama or elsewhere. He refused, on 
advice of his counsel, who held that the 
commission had no authority to make 
such inquiries under the senateereso- 
lution directing the investigation. 

“The railroad itself has nothing to 
fear,” said E, S, Jouett, one of the at- 
torneys, “in making public its cam- 
paign contributions. It is within its 
rights, however, in refusing to do so, 
Besides, publication of the contribution 
would embarrass some of our ood 
friends in the south—honorable, fair- 
minded men who are favorable to our 
interest.’’ 

Joseph W. Folk, chief counsel for 
the commission, announced the commis- 
sion would appeal to the courts to com- 
pel Mr. Smith to tell all it sought to 
learn about the road’s contribution. 

Mr. Folk said a motion to compel Mr. 
Smith to testify concerning campaign 
contributions would be filed within two 
or three days in the federal district 
court either here or in Nashville. 

Similar motions will be filed in the 
cases of Addison R. Smith and George 
W. Jones, of the L. & N., who refused 
to testify concerning contributions at 
a previous hearing, added Mr. Folk. 

At the afternoon session Mr Folk in- 
troduced what purported to be a ste- 
nographer’s transcript of the confer- 
ence between Messrs Smith and Spen- 
cer at Kennesaw October 28, 1894. Mr. 
Smith testified that they met in a rall- 
road car—presumably Mr. Smith's pri- 
vate car—but he did not recall if short- 
hand notes were made of what was said. 

“You had ai e stenographer there, 
didn’t you?’ asked Mr. Folk. 

“Oh, yes, two of them,” Mr. Smith 
replied. I assume they took down what 
we said. You have it there, I reckon,” 
and he chuckled. 

The document was headed “Subject 
cemcnt orcs: probable or possible dis- 
poSition of various railroads belonging 
to corporations other than the South- 
ern railway and the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad in the territory south 
of the Ohio river.” It covered twelve 
eey typewritten pages. Mr. Smith 
read it through slowly and carefully, 
smiling frequently and interrupting the 
hearing for twenty minutes while he 
did so. 

According to the document, the dis- 
cussion involved dozens of smaller rail- 
road companies in the south; some of 
which the Southern wanted: some of 
which the L. & N. wanted and some 
which neither would have bought at 
any price. One of these was referred 
to as “the ju tavern” road. which 
struck the Southern at Gainesville, Ga.” 

“Yes,” Mr. Spencer was quoted as say- 
ing, “it is the triangle road and ought 
to be killed—narrow gauge. We do 
not want it unless you want to give 
it away with an endowment fund added, 
sufficient to take care of it for life.” 

Mr. Smith said that inasmuch as the 
conference occurred 22 years ago, his 
recollection concerning it was almost 
“obsolete” and that he couldn’t be sure 
if it were correct. 

“Anyhow, «the situation has changed 
since then,” he said, “and ‘best laid 
Plans of mice and men aft gang aglee.’

ZEPPELINS ATTACKED 
BRITISH WAR VESSELS 


Loss of L-20 Is Admitted by 
the German Admiralty 
: Report. ' 


Berlin, May 4.—(By Wireless.)—The 
German admiralty gave out the fol- 
lowing account today of the eo 
raid over England on Tuesday night: 

“A German naval air squadron on 
the night of May 2-3 attacked the mid- 
dle and northern parts of the east 
coast of England. actories, blast fur- 
naces and railroads near Middlesbor- 
ough and Stockton, industrial estab- 
lisnments near Sunderland, the forti- 
fied port of Hartlepool, the coast bat- 
teries south of the River Tees and 
British men-of-war at the entrance 
to the Firth of Forth were attacked 
with many bombs. The success of 
these attacks was witnessed. 

“Our airships, notwithstanding the 
fact that they were shelled heavily, 
returned to their home port with the 
exception of the L-20, which, in con- 
sequence of a strong southern wind, 
was driven off her course to the north, 
and, getting into difficulties at sea, 
was lost off Stavanger. The whole 
crew is safe.’ 

Regarding the recent attacks by 
aeroplanes on the English coast and 
in the Baltic, the statement says: 

“On the afternoon of May 3 a Ger- 
man naval aeroplane successfully «at- 
tacked a British coast battery near 
Sandwich, south of the mouth of the 
Thames, and the aeronautic station 
west of Deal. | 

“In the Baltic naval aeroplanes are 
busily engaged. An air squadron again 
dropped bombs and scored several hits 
on the Russian battleship Slava and 
a submarine of the enemy at Moon- 
sund. 

“The aerial attack of the enemy on 
the German coast station at Pissen 
caused no military damage. 

“a German submarine on April 30 
shot down a British aeroplane off the 
coast of Flanders. The occupants of 
the aeroplane were rescued by an 
enemy destroyer.” 


The German admiralty announced on 
April 28 that thirty-one bombs had 
been dropped on the Slava, a battle- 
ship of 13,516 tons. It was said sev- 
eral hits were observed and that a fire 
on the warship was seen.

SCOUT FOR AMERICANS 
MURDERED BY MEXICANS. 


El Paso, Texas, May 4.—P. H. Holly, 
a rancher 15 miles northeast of FE] 
Rucio, near San Antonio, Mexico, was 
murdered with his Mexican foreman on 
the night of April 29, because he had 
acted as a scout for American troops 
who went to the Holly ranch to rid it 
of Villa bandits under Cardonas. 

This is the information contained in 
a dispatch from General Pershing to 
General Funston here today. .A detach- 
ment of the Sixth infantry, under Lieu- 
tenant Wetherell and guided by Holly, 
sent out on the morning of the 29th to 


run down the Villa band. They dis- 
persed the bandits, wounding two men 
whom they captured. 

Holly stayed at the ranch that night. 
The next morning his body and that of 
his foreman were found. 

The dispatch did not state whether 
Holly was an American. 


ENGLAND MAY RELEASE 
MEN SEIZED ON CHINA 


London, May 4.—The belief is ex- 
pressed in neutral diplomatic circles 
that the British foreign office not only 
will order the release of the Austrians 
and Germans seized on board the 
American steamer China while on her 
way from Shanghai to San Francisco 
on February 19 last, but also will dis- 
avow the action gf the captain of the 
auxiliary cruiser Laurentic in making 
the seizure. 

Althcugh the. latest American note 
refuses to discuss the actual move- 
ments of the seized passengers or their 
plottings, it is known that the at- 
tention of the -British authorities has 
been called to the fact that those 
arrested, although en route to Manila, 
could not have reached that port on 
board the China, but would have been 
compelled to have transhipped at Nag- 
asaki, where they would have been 
within the jurisdiction of Japan, Eng- 
land’s allv; and that, therefore, the 
seizure not only was unjustifiable, but 
unnecessary. The United States gov- 
ernment takes the attitude that the 
seizure was an exact parallel to the 
case of the Trent.
